Do we people of Andover appreciate 
this beautiful spot? Do we realize the 
time; labor and money that has been 
spentj to bring it to its present fine con- 
dition? I see very few enjoying it when- 
ever I take-‘my walks there. ose who 
live on its, borders must, appreciate it 
most. It is not the fault of the care- 
takers, for everything is perfect—grass, 
walks, shrubbery, and flower-beds. Last, 
but not least, hae apl the calgon ex- 
pensive bandstand and pole, with the 
Stars and Stripes, which is a-great ad- 
dition, but does not seem to be of much 
use. 
- Then again, we have the brook (or 
the place for one), not the “pond or the 
mill,” but “the. bridge and the rock 
where the cataract fell.” . Rivers, 
brooks and rivulets have ever been the 
theme of poets. Who does not feel a 
glow when he hears the ardent appeal 
of Burns to the river:— 


“Flow gently sweet Afton among thy green braes 
Flow gently, I'll sing thee a song in-thy praise,’ etc. 


In one of Tennyson's bewildering 


love poems, ‘The Brook,” is. inter-| 


mingled ‘some cute rhymey verses—The 
Brook’s reply, when asked from. whence 
it came, and here is a sample of them:— 


“I come from haunts of root and hern. 
I make a sudden sally 

And sparkle out among the fern 
To bicker down the valley. 


By thirty hills I hurry down, 
Or slip between the ridges, 
By twenty thorps, a little town, 
And half a hundred bridges.

I chatter, chatter, as I flow 
To join the brimming river, 
For men may come, and men may go, 
But I go on forever. 


But alas! our brook is not like Tenny- 
son’s. It does not go on forever. It 
comes and goes. lt comes in the winter 
when we least need it, also;when there 
is a spring freshet, and then when the 
sun gets higher, it settles away with a 
bad odor, leaving nesting-places for 
mosquitoes, and is dry the rest of the 
season, the freshout having torn out 
much of the stone siding. The source of 
this brook was in the meadow, which is 
now the Brothers Field, and that was 
supplied by never-failing springs above, 
which must: have been checked or 
turned in the transforming. Now what 
ean we do to remedy this nuisance? 
Perhaps our Board of Public Works or 
civil engineers might see some way. One 
thing could be done: clean it out, lay up 
the fallen stones, and make the bottom 
of it smooth; concrete it if necessary. 
A hasty account of stock in that brook 
was taken one day, and here it is:—one 
coal sieve, one broom, one fruit hamper, 
one tea kettle, two coffee pots, two gar- 
den watering-pots, tin pans of every 
size, cans without number, hoops, 
sticks, weeds, and grass. When a 
stranger casts his eyes over the lovely 
spot and takes a nearer view of the fine 
bandstand, and then takes a look back 
at the brook-bed, what must he think? 
He well might say with “‘ Miss Ophelia,” 
“How shiftless!”

Ownership of Essex County Homes 


The United States: Census Depart- 
ment at Washington has just issued a 
bulletin dealing with the ownership of 
Essex County homes. The important 
faqs contained in the bulletin relative 
to this county are as follows: 

There are 96,734 homes in Essex 
County. 

Of this number 2699 are farm homes. 
Fourteen hundred and one of the farm 
homes are owned by their occupants 
and are free of mortgaged incumbrance. 
The mortgaged farm homes number 
884., Renters occupy 405 farm homes 
in this eggs ae av 

Out of a total of 96, () : 
county 94,035 are urban fiaae Pint 
are 30,609 urban home owners in the 
county. Of this number 14,376 are 
mortgaged; 15,963 of the urban homes 
are free of incumbrance. There are 
62,280 rented urban homes in the 
county. 

The census enumerators were unable 
to secure data pertaining to the ownier- 
ship of a small percentage of both the 
rural and urban homes in this county.

Having, as I. mentioned in a former 
letter, lived in France during the 1870 
war, which, by the way, was caused by 
Bismarck not raising his hat when the 
French ambassador saluted him, I was 
more or. less acquainted with the situa- 
tion. Of course there had been years of 
enmity. between France and , Prussia, 
but this rudeness of Bismarck lighted 
the fire that cost France a billion dollars 
and two rich provinces, not to mention 
the loss to France in commerce and the 
thousands of young men who were 
buried in trenches on the battlefield. 
The French people, after getting clear 
of Louis Napoleon and.forming a repub- 
lic, have ever since 1870 made up their 
minds to beat Germany and do to her as 
she did to them, and this seemingly triv- 
ial dispute between Austria and Servia 
struck. the match which has set almost 
the whole of Europe on fire. 

It seems to me but yesterday, when 
fifty years ago we had what we called a 
peace Sunday in Scotland, when the 
clergy ‘prayed for peace for the dis- 
traeted people in this country who were 
cutting each other’s throats about state 
rights, calling it civil war. That: civil 
war abolished slavery and the war had 
to last until General Lee gave up his 
sword. In like manner this European 
war_will go on as long as the kaiser can 
‘get money. It is costing Germany fully 
five million dollars every day, and in my 
opinion the fighting ‘will go on just as 
long as the money lasts. 

Concluding this musing I would like 
to say that if the kaiser takes Antwerp 
it will be the last place he will ever 
take! If the Germans have any sense 
left they should let Antwerp alone and 
take Paris if they can.

A Round-About Paper 


One. article that has been made 
cheaper by the war is cotton. , Cotton is 
said to be “king” because it is so uni- 
versally worn as clothing. This country 
is the largest grower of cotton in the 
world, and from twelve to fourteen 
million bales are grown annually, It 
was stated last week in a commercial 
paper that the South would suffer the 
oss of sixty or seventy million dollars 
this year on account of the difference in 
the price of cotton caused by the war 
now raging in Europe, and yet some 
otherwise sensible people tell us that 
this stupid war cannot injure us as we 
are independent of any other country! 

. It is interesting to observe the causes 
that lead to war. One thing is certain, 
if there were no soldiers, no cannons, 
and no warships there would be no war. 
The conscript system of getting soldiers 
in. continental countries, and so com- 
pelling every man unless physically dis- 
qualified to join the army, keeps up a 
large standing army, and unless .this 
compulsory mode of getting soldiers is 
changed, armaments are not likely to 
grow smaller. : 

The German fighting machine is a 
mighty instrument and in every detail 
almost perfect, and.in this. campaign 
has ‘already taken almost the whole of 
Belgium and a good slice of France, and 
for three weeks she has held her ground 
in the great battle around Paris with 
France, Belgium and Britain against 
her. How this war may end or when it 
will end, or who is right or who is wrong 
it is not for outsiders to say. War is 
war, and today with quick-firing guns 
and all modern appliances, kills its thou- 
sands and tens of thousands in a scien- 
tific “cultured German” manner!

The Week’s Politics 


The various political conventions did 
succeed in getting a little notice in the 
newspapers, and it is to be assumed 
that the political contest in Massachu- 
setts is under way. Under the condi- 
tions it isn’t surprising that those who 
are responsible for political campaigns 
are at a loss to know just how to take 
up the issues, whether to make it a 
short, sharp campaign or to get busy 
and cover the State. Appearances in- 
dicate that the short campaign is to be 
the rule, and how sharp it is to be, time 
will determine. 

The Republican ticket has a right to 
claim recognition this year by every test 
that can be made of the fitness of the 
men who are candidates for office. “The 
unfortunate instance in which the Ma- 
chine attempted to dictate a candidate 
for auditor is practically forgotten, but 
we cannot refrain from suggesting be- 
fore it closes, that the man who did the 
endorsing of Mr. Monette was‘ not fair 
to the party members themselves in 
making the test one of balancing the 
ticket solely. Mr. Monette had some 
pretty good qualities of his own” to 
justify him for appointment for this 
position, and it was on those qualities 
that he ought to have rested ‘in his 
campaign. It is probable that he 
would have thus based his campaign 
had he been left to himself, but some 
pretty bad advice messed the whole 
dough. That sort of advice would better 
not be continued in the candidacy of 
the man who succeeded in defeating Mr. 
Monette. 

To be sure Mr. Cook has not a very 
strong endorsement from some parts of 
his own county, but he has a very strong 
endorsement from other parts, and it is 
not impossible that he has a claim upon 
the office of Auditor justified by ability 
and worth. There certainly should be 
better grounds for bolting his nomina- 

tion than are suggested by the fact of 
of the defeat he administered to the Re- 
publican machine in Massachusetts. 

Mr. McCall made just the sort of im- 
pression at the convention that was 
expected of him, and‘he will be a party 
leader in the coming campaign of whom 
every Republican and every independent 
voter in the State will have reason to 
be proud. He deserves a victory. He 
will secure a victory if sanity has spread 
itself sufficiently among the voters of 
Massachusetts to restore even par- 
tially the old-fashioned lines of Repub- 
lican and Democratic strength. ; 

The conventions themselves’ were 
pretty colorless affairs. The platforms 
mean just as auch as they usually do, 
and no more, and they are just as im- 
portant factors in campaigning as they 
ever were and no more. We are in- 
clined to think that it is very fortunate 
that this is so; for some of the things | 
uttered in sincerity would better have 
been left unsaid, and some of the things | 
uttered as pure buncombe are under- 
stood that way. The voting public isn’t 
very much deceived upon the issues, 
and the voters are pretty sure to be in- 
formed where now they are in doubt, 
without very much recourse to party 
platforms.

I personally know 
her sadness of heart of late years, how 
deeply she missed her friends and the 
old conditions, but her last letter of but 
a few weeks ago held no complaint but 
was. filled .with interesting facts about 
Andover as she found it during her 
usual summer visit. Her death is’a& 
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great personal loss—another link with 
the past gone. But, as I say, Andover 
has lost a champion and the world a 
true, warm-hearted Christian woman. 
I honored her living and I honor her 
memory. So too must all who knew 
her.

NEW AUTO FIRE ENGINE ARRIVES 


Trials Made last Monday. 


Apparatus Accepted by 


Selectmen and Board of Fire Engineers 


The new automobile fire engine which 
the town voted to purchase at its March 
meeting this year arrived in Andover on 
Saturday of last week and has taken its 
place as a part of the excellent fire- 
fighting apparatus which the town now 
possesses, 


The machine is certainly a beauty in 
its coat of bright red paint with green 
and gold-trimmings, its.shining nickel 
lamps, bell, rail and hose basket, but 
the real beauty from the firemen’s point 
of view lies in its worth asa conqueror 
of fires with its powerful engine capable 
of pumping from 350 to 987 gallons of 
water per minute. 


The Selectmen and Board of Fire 
Engineers have given considerable time 
and thought to this truck and they have 
the assurance of the makers that there 
has been nothing left undone to make 
the engine as perfect as it is possible 
to get. 


The engine was given its first test on 
Monday afternoon, the Selectmen, en- 
gineers and a few invited guests having 
an opportunity to ride on it over some 
of the worst hills in town. The speed 
and hill-climbing tests came up to the 
full expectation of the officials and at 
Frye Village bridge the pumping tests 
were held. From records kept by both 
the engineers and the makers of: the 
truck every test exceeded those called 
for in the contract.’ This is considered 
very gratifying when it is remembered 
that at no time was the engine pushed 
to its full capacity. To many present 
the sight of two streams of water at the 
same time, rising to a height of twenty 
to fifty feet above the mill chimney, was 
the most interesting feature. The chim- 
ney is 125 feet in height. A stream from 
a 1f-inch nozzle was thrown 175 feet. 

‘The machine is the product of the 
American La France Company of 
Elmira, N. Y. It is equipped with a 
six-cylinder of the newest pattern. It 
also has a chemical tank with 250 feet 
of hose attached. The main body of 
the car will carry 1200 feet of regular 
fire hose. There are also a 24-foot ex- 
tension ladder and a 20-foot roof ladder. 
One of the most important parts of the 
equipment is a revolving cellar nozzle. 
This is a new invention in fire apparatus 
and has proved very effective. Among 
the other important items of the equip- 
ment are two 3-gallon Babcock chemi- 
cals, Detroit door-opener, 15-gallon gas 
tank back of the seat, a 30-gallon gas 
tank in.the rear of the car, 12-inch loco- 
motive bell, latest type siren horn, tow- 
ing hooks on the back of car to pull 
down burning timbers or for towing 


purposes, 10 feet of soft suction hose, 
and 20 feet of rubber hose, axes, bars, 
pike-poles, etc. 

: The engine is rated at 105 horse- 
power, and although slower than the 
truck purchased three years ago, can 
attain a speed of 45 miles an hour. Be- 
ing more powerful than the other it can 
¢limb hills at a rate of about five miles 
an hour faster. 

Following the tests on Monday a 
meeting of the Selectmeri, engineers, 
and representatives of the makers was 
held and the car was accepted by the 
town. It was immediately placed in 
commission and is now ready for service.

Principal Perry of Exeter 


The following account of Lewis 
Perry, the new Principal.of the Phillips 
Exeter Academy, is by President Hyde 
of Bowdoin College: 


“After six' months of deliberation, 
and out of some sixty persons considered, 
the trustees of The Phillips Exeter Aca- 
demy unanimously elected as principal 
Lewis Perry, professor of English Liter- 
ature in Williams College. Principal 
Perry is the son, of Arthur Latham 
Perry, LL.D., for many years Professor 
of Political Economy in Williams Col- 
lege. He was born in Williamstown, 
January 3, 1877, graduated from Law- 


renceville School in 1894, and from | 
Williams College in 1898.and received , 


the degree of A. M. from Princeton in‘ 


1899. He married Lawrie Hubbell, of 
New York, November 11, 1911. 

“He was a master at Lawrenceville 
School, 1899-1901; instructor in English 
at Williams College, 1901-1914; assis- 
tant professor of English Literature at 
Williams College, 1904-1911; and since 
has been professor of English Literature 
in Williams College, teaching Eliza- 
bethan drama, English prose writers of 
the nineteenth century, and public 
speaking. This spring a speaker trained 
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by him won the prize in the New Eng- 
land Public Speaking League. 

“He has been president of the Wil- 
liamstown Council of Boy Scouts of 
America. He was.a member of the 
Williams baseball nine, and recently 
defeated the Williams College champion 
at tennis. He has been an influential 
member of the Williams College Ath- 
letic Council. He is a member of the 
Alpha Delta Phi Fraternity. In 1908 
he edited Marlowe’s Jew of Malta. He 
recently declined the offer of .a college 
presidency. 

“The trustees have received the as- 
surances from those who have been as- 
sociated with him at Lawrenceville and 
Williamstown that he combines in an 
unusual degree sound scholarship, effec- 
tive teaching, ability as a public speaker, 
a winning personality, a love of boys, a 
sense of humor, skill in athletics, a great 
admiration for the work of .a school- 
master, high character, and progressive 
educational ideals. They are confident 
that while firmly maintaining the stren- 
uous traditions of hard intellectual work 
which prevail at Exeter, he will attack 
successfully the chief problem of the 
secondary school, the problem of giving 
at that stage an education which shall 
not be mainly a cram for examinations; 
but an earnest and thoughtful study of 
subjects for their own sakes, and as a 
foundation for life-long enjoyment of 
intellectual pursuits.”

Abbott Lawrence Lowell, LL.D., 
President of Harvard, was born in 
Boston, December 13, 1856. He gradu- 
ated from Harvard with high honors 
in 1878, being distinguished also for 
athletic ability. He practised law in

A Sketch of the History of Phillips 
Academy 


Phillips Academy was opened in aj 


small shop on Andover Hill in 1778, one 
hundred and thirty-six years ago last 
April. It was the pioneer school of its 
type in America. In 1785 an adequate 
school building of two stories was erected 
near the present site of the administra- 
tion building. This building served for 
more than thirty years. During these 
early years the equipment, according to 
our modern standards, was very meagre. 
The boys all lived in private houses. 
There were no athletic grounds. The 
first three principals were Eliphalet 
Pearson, Ebenezer Pemberton, and 
Mark Newman. 

In 1810 the fourth principal of the 
school, John Adams, began his notable 
administration of twenty-two years. 
This period showed an attendance 
reaching at one date more than one 
hundred and fifty. There were im- 
provements in the curriculum, and the 
reputation of the academy was ex- 
tended. The present dining hall was 


erected as the main sc building in 
1818. Dr. Adams was e: nye he 
in maintaining the religious spirit of the 
school. 

After the brief: principalship. of 
scholarly and beloved Osgood! D lly 
Samuel H. Taylor took charge in 1837. 
He was principal for thirty-four years, — 
a rigid disciplinarian and yet a kindly 
man at heart. He became famous 
throughout the country as a teacher of 
the classics and his personal reputation 
was the school’s great asset. During 
many years of this period the center 
of the school life was the Old Stone 
Academy, which stood near the corner 
of Chapel avenue and Main street. In 
1865 the present main recitation hall 
was completed. In the days of “Uncle 
Sam” Taylor the numbers at times 
reached nearly 400. 

After the brief administration of 
Frederick W. Tilton, another note- 
worthy period in the history of the 
school began under the leadership of 
Cecil F. P. Bancroft, principal from 
1873-1901. Dr. Bancroft’s great work 
consisted in adopting the curriculum 
to modern educational standards, in 
developing a larger scheme of school 
management, and in raising the school’s 
prestige. The latter part of his admin- 
istration witnessed an increase of num- 
bers to four andeven five hundred stu- 
dents. In Dr. Bancroft’s day the be- 
ginnings of the present dormitory system 
were made, with the construction of 
Andover, Pemberton, Eaton and Draper 
‘Cottages and Bancroft Hall. Graves 
Hall was erected during his principal- 
ship and he lived to see the completion 
of the Borden Gymnasium and the be- 
ginning of the Archaeology Building. 

After Dr. Baneroft’s death in 1901 
the school was for a year in the charge 
of Professor William B. Graves and then 
Mr. Alfred E. Stearns became Vice- 
Principal. In 1903 Mr. Stearns was 
elected principal. Of the present ad- 
ministration -an account will be found 
in another column, 


Andover’s Veteran Teachers 


Matthew S. McCurdy has been 
a teacher of mathematics at Phillips 
Academy for forty-one years: He 
graduated at Dartmouth in 1873 and 
came directly to Andover. “Mac” has 
been beloved by many generations of 
Phillips’. boys. 

Professor William B. Graves, a gradu- 
ate of Amherst, first came to Phillips 
Academy in 1866 in the days of Dr. 
Samuel Taylor. After three years as 
instructor in science he became a pro- 
fessor of science in the Massachusetts 
Agricultural college.at Amherst. Re- 
turning to Andover in 1881 he served as 
Professor of Natural Science till 1908; 
when he became Professor-Emeritus. 
Twice he has shared in the duties of 
principalship. Professor Graves’ con- 
nection with the Academy extends over 
a period of thirty-six years. 

Another veteran teacher who has in- 
structed and advised thousands of An- 
dover students is George T. Eaton, 
also a Amherst man, whose record covers 
a period of thirty-four vears as instructor 
‘in Mathematics. Mr. Eaton is an 
| authority regarding the alumni list and 
has given indefatigable effort to the 
perfecting of the alumni records.
